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Sandpaper plant is the common 
name given to one of the low spread­ 
ing desert bushes, numerous on the 
sandy stretches in this vicinity. The 
name is rather apt as you will dis­ 
cover if you run your finger over 
the stems or leaves for they arc 
scaborous, that is rough to the touch. 
It is this sandpaper-like finish that 
is a distinctive identifying character­ 
istic. 
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Famous Circus To Join Desert Circus Parade

Petalonyx Thurberi is the 
scientific name. Petalonyx, the 
genus name, is from Greek 
meaning petal and claw, refer­ 
ring to the claw-like shape of 
the flower petals. Thurberi, the 
species name, is in honor of 
Professor George Thurber an 
American botanist who first vis­ 
ited California in 1851. It is 
through this custom of using a 
person’s name in a scientific 
name, that a scientist who has 
contributed to scientific know­ 
ledge is honored. 
( 
Early botanical explorers to Cali­ 
fornia have been remembered often 
in the scientific names of California 
plants. You hear much of the Gol­ 
den Days of '49 but you hear little 
of the Golden Years of botanical ex­ 
ploration during the second and 
third quarters of the last century. No 
gold miner experienced a greater 
thrill through discovering gold than 
the early bontanists did when they 
discovered the untouched fields of 
early California. A flora, much of 
it new to science, extended from the 
desert to the frigid mountain peaks 
of the High Sierra. It was the out­ 
standing flora discovery of our then 
youthful country. California re­ 
mains the golden field for the study 
of an extensive and varied flora. And 
the Palm Springs area on the Des­ 
ert of the Palms happens to be one 
of the most favored desert localities, 
for here is the focal point of three 
plant migrations. 
Our typical desert plants mi­ 
grated northward from Mexico; 
during the glacial age northern 
plants were driven southward 
an d w ith the retreat o f the cold 
some of rhese plants moved up 
the mountains to higher eleva­ 
tions and a colder habitat; plants 
from other sections of Califor­ 
nia moved into this section. 
W e have at our door a high moun­ 
tain that provides a situation not 
common in that within a very short 
distance we climb from the Lower 
Sonoran Life Zone, in which Palm 
Springs is located, through the Up­ 
per Sonoran Life Zone, the Transi­ 
tion Life Zone, the Canadian Life 
Zone, to the Arctic-Alpine Life 
Zone. Traveling over the Palms to 
Pines Highway one passes through 
the first two and into the Transition 
Life Zone. By climbing Mt. San 
Jacinto one passes through the Cana 
dian Life Zone into a small area of 
the Arctic-Alpine Life Zone. I be­ 
lieve that the direct climb from the 
Palm Springs district to the top of 
Mt. San Jacinto is the áhortest dis­ 
tance in the United States in which 
one may pass from the Lower Son­ 
oran Life Zone to the Arctic-Alpine 
Life Zone. 
In addition to the native des­ 
ert flora an exotic flora has been 
added as this climate plus plenty 
of irrigation water forms a fa­ 
vorable environment for many 
of the sub-tropical species. Pri­ 
vate gardens are filled with 
these strangers from other lands 
and some have come to be look­ 
ed upon as natives by those un­ 
acquainted with our desert flora. 
And the exotics on the desert 
are just a small group of the im­ 
mense number found in South­ 
ern California. One does not 
have to travel extensively to be­ 
gin the study of subtropical 
flora for many species have been 
brought to Southern California 
and are doing exceptionally 
well. For instance if you are in­ 
terested in exotic trees just wan­ 
der up and down the residential 
streets of Pasadena. O r a very 
nice beginning may be made in 
Palm Springs. 
There is an exotic tree, introduced 
from the Mediterranean region, that 
has become so well established upon 
our desert that many look upon it 
as a native. It is the athel or tamar­ 
isk, Tamarix gallica, and is readily 
identified by its habit of sending out 
many branches, giving the tree a 
characteristic distinctiveness on the 
desert where the native trees do not 
put forth numerous branches. The

Sixteen thousand feet of sewer pipe 
had been installed along Ramon Road 
yesterday and about 500 feet more to 
go before the corner of Indian Avenue 
and Ramon Road would be reached.

A fter twelve years of struggle, of constant 
battle involving some of the most spectacular political fireworks the 
nation has ever known, the veterans are finally getting their money. 
Today everywhere millions of men are a few thousand dol­ 
lars richer, and are excitedly filling out blanks with which to claim 
their new wealth. 
It is sorely needed by many, and for most it 
seemed a manna from the skies.

Not actual "cash," this payment serves nevertheless just as 
well as cash, for the "baby bonds" to be dealt out may be redeemed 
for full value at any time.

Congressmen are rather 
afraid of new tax bills in an election year, and many of them are 
not too happy about the whole business.

A t 
any rate, even the soundest of sound money enthusiasts have buried 
the hatchet, and are joining with everyone else to congratulate the 
veterans on their good fortune and to hope they find better times 
ahead with their stake as a starter.—Brawley News.

Carl Raswan, Palm Springs w inter 
resident, and often referred to as 
the second Lawrence of Arabia, deliv­ 
ered a m ost unusual and thrilling ad­ 
dress to a group of Kiwanians at Ho­ 
tel Banning Friday noon. 
Kiwanians 
from Riverside, Redlands, 
San Ber­ 
nardino. Hemet and San Jacinto were 
among the out-of-town guests, as well 
as a num ber of members of the Ban­ 
ning Lions Club. Lieutenant-governor 
of Kiwanis, Tom Gore, H enry H erbert 
Knihbs, author of “Tem escal", “The 
Ridin’ Kid of Powder River," and nu­ 
m erous other novels and magazine ser­ 
ials; and District A ttorney Earl Red- 
wine, of Riverside, were among the 
distinguished guests at the meeting. 
Carl Barkow introduced the speaker. 


Mr. Raswan. author of “Black Tente 
of Arabia," and num erous 
magazine 
articles, told of his experiences in the 
land of the Bedouins during the past 
24 years. 
Having become 
a blood- 
brother of a tribal 
chief 
and being 
able to speak fluently Arabic and most 
of the dialects of the various tribes, 
he wandered the Arabian desert with 
19 
different 
tribee, 
accompanying 
them on their hunts for game and in 
their raids on 
enemy 
tribes. 
He 
brought th e famous 
Arabian horses 
to America which are now on the W. 
K. Kellogg ranch. 


He was scheduled to speak an hour, 
but so Interested was 
his 
audience 
th a t they held him 
for a half hour 
more when his time was up. asking 
questions. 


In a quiet, straight-forw ard manner, 
the speaker described the lives, habits 
and philosophy of the Bedouins. 
He 
said that the Arab* are often accused 
of cruelty, but one should take into 
consideration that they live in a cruel 
and harsh desert region, where man 
and beast m ust stand the test and on­ 
ly the fittest survive. 
Two incidents 
related by him gave his audience an 
understanding of the fearlessness and 
chivalry of 
the 
Bedouins, 
although 
their m ethods would be branded as 
crim inal in America. 
Being a guest 
and close friend of the chief, Mr. Ras­ 
wan naturally was duty-bound to as­ 
sist the tribe in the events. 


There had been a prolonged drouth 
and the great herd of cam els, 60,000 
of them, w ere faced with starvation 
because pastures had dried up in the 
area over which 
this 
tribe roamed. 
W ithout cam els, there 
would be no 
cam el’s m ilk for humans and horses, 
consequently all would starve unless 
b etter grazing lands were found. 
It 
w as reported that there was plenty of 
feed to the north, in the territory of 
enem y tribes. 
Mr. Raswan 
and his 
friend, a chieftain, 
accompanied by 
th eir slaves, rode north to confer with 
the enemy, in the 
hopes 
of gaining 
consent by 
peaceful 
m eans to the 
right of bringing their tribe north. Af­ 
ter several days they arrived at the 
enem y camp. 
In the 
enem y chief’s 
tent, before the council of men, Carl 
Raswan pleaded the cause of his tribe 
for two hours, without avail. 
Then 
his friend, Faris the nobleman, spoke 
In his beautiful poetic style. 
It was 
the most eloquent and touching ad­ 
dress Mr. Raswan had ever heard, and 
the form er enemy chiefs relented, with 
the simple statem ent. "There shall be 
peace—bring your people and your 
anim als." 
All but one chief consent­ 
ed. who thereupon withdrew with his 
tribe. Rasw an and Farie w ere assign­ 
ed a tent to rest for the night, so they 
could resum e their homeward journey 
next day. 
W hen they arose in the 
morning, they found all of the tents, 
hut theirs, 
had 
disappeared. 
Their 
Bedouin hosts had moved to other pas­ 
tures during the night. Only one chief 
rem ained to assure them he had kept 
his promise, and 
wished 
them the 
peace of Allah on their journey home­ 
ward with the glad tidings. 
However, 
the trip was not to be so easy. 
Ras­ 
wan and bis party were attacked by 
the Bedouin chief who had not con­ 
sented and w ere 
forced 
to flee for 
their lives, one of their party being 
m ortally wounded. 
They returned to 
their tribe with 
the 
good 
news, 
whereupon the entire caravan moved 
to the greener pastures th at the form­ 
er enem ies had vacated. 


At another time Raswan attem pted 
to buy a beautiful dapple-gray Arabian 
m are from a Bedouin chief. 
He offer­ 
ed 100, 200, even 250 pounds sterling, 
but th e chief refused to sell. 
Later, 
in the tent of his friend, another Bed­ 
ouin chief, he told about the beautiful 
m are he desired to own, and how his 
offer had 
been 
refused. 
The next 
m orning the chief’s two sm all sons, 
vge eight and ten, 
had disappeared. 
Scouts, among them Raswan, set out 
to find them . 
They 
followed their 
cam els' tracks across the desert for 
days until they 
despaired of ever 


finding the boys alive. 
Finally, one 
night, the boys returned to the camp 
of the 
searching 
party. 
They had 
w ith them the dapple-gray gray m are 
and another 
beautiful mare, which 
they presented to Rasw an, refusing to 
accept pay for their services. 
They 
had simply done w hat any chivalrous 
Bedouin should 
do. 
presented the 
guest of their father w ith the thing he 
desired. 
It was not considered steal­ 
ing. 
Later, when Mr. Raswan w as at 
the seaport m aking arrangem ents to 
export his m ares to France, he was 
met by the Bedouin chief from whom 
the two m aree were stolen. 
Raswan 
apologized for 
the 
boys, offered to 
pay any price for th e m ares, or to re­ 
turn them to th e 
ow ner. 
"No," said 
the chief. 
“The m ares are yours. 
I 
do not w ant pay. 
The boys did right. 
They will become g reat Bedouins. 
I 
came to give you th is"—and he hand­ 
ed Rasw an the pedigrees of the m ares. 
"W ithout these your m ares will not 
have their full value." 
In the pres­ 
ence of w itnesses the chief had his 
slave stam p the chief's official seal 
upon the pedigree. 


The Bedouins keep an accurate rec­ 
ord of their horses and provide pedi­ 
grees witli those 
they 
sell or give 
away. 
A Bedouin never m istreats his 
horse, said Mr. Rasw an. 
He talks to 
the anim al as he would to a human 
companion, and it is rem arkable how 
the horse responds to the kind tre a t­ 
ment. 


These w anderers of the desert nev­ 
er abuse o r quarrel w ith their women. 
No man would ever attem pt to violate 
a woman’s honor. 
They are the most 
moral people on earth, said Mr. R as­ 
wan. 


The world w ar has changed these 
people, however. 
Before 
the 
w ar 
the chief 
of a raiding 
party would 
challenge to a duel the chief of the 
tribe being attacked. 
They 
fought 
with lances or daggers, and followed 
well defined rules th at w ere observed 
by all. 
The tribe whoee chief thus 
was victorious, had th e right to the 
grazing land, and the defeated chief's 
tribe withdrew . 
Since the war, how ­ 
ever, they use autom obiles in th eir 
raids and fight with m achine guns, 
shooting from am bush. 
The 
arm ies 
of both sides in the world w ar had 
taught them the European m ethod of 
lighting. 
Now the Bedouins are rap­ 
idly killing off each other, and a chiv- 
lrous people are -'egenerating.

TO BRING POWER 


Construction of the Colorado River 
Aqueduct project entered a major new 
phase today as contractor’s crews 
pushed forward with the placement of 
the first footings for the steel towers 
of the Metropolitan W ater district's 
huge power transmission line between 
the aqueduct and Boulder dam. 
Pilings are being driven Into the 
earth to the depth of twenty-five feet, 
and capped with concrete to provide 
a solid, lasting foundation for 
the 
ninety-five foot high steel structures 
which will carry the transmission 
cable. 
District engineers point out that on 
other sections of the 237-mile line 
other types of footings will be used, 
the variation in method being govern­ 
ed by the variation in soil and other 
factors. 
The big 230.000-volt line, which ulti­ 
mately will carry thirty-six percent of 
all the electric energy generated at 
the Boulder Dam power plants, will 
run south from the dam in the form 
of an Inverted "Y" connecting with the 
five pumping plants on the aqueduct. 
Work on the job is being carried for­ 
ward by Fritz Ziebarth, Long Beach 
electrical contractor, under the direc­ 
tion of General Manager F. E. Wey­ 
mouth and Chief Electrical Engineer 
James M. Gaylord of the water dis­ 
trict. 
The Danby Dry Lake, on the floor 
of which work is now going forward, 
.is located approximately 250 miles 
northwest of Los Angeles, just above 
the Iron Mouutuin tunnel of the aque­ 
duct project.

Preparation for the construction of 
the fourth of the five huge pumping 
plants of the ColoVado River Aqueduct 
project was being made today as Met- 
lopolitan W ater District engineers an­ 
nounced that contractors’ bids on the 1 
Job will be received and opened March 
13.The work to be covered by the bid­ 
ding includes the Eagle Mountain 
pumping plant buildings, together with 
inlet works, outlet structures, and an 
electrical switching station. 
Located in the heart of the desert, 
approximately 200 miles east of Los 
Angeles, the new pumping station will 
lift aqueduct water to the level of the 
east portal of the East Eagle Moun­ 
tain tunnel. 
Like the other four aqueduct pump­ 
ing stations, the Eagle Mountain plant 
will be of heavy reinforced concrete 
construction, with modernistic archi­ 
tectural treatment. The buildings will 
be roofed with mission tile. The five 
plants will raise aqueduct water a to­ 
tal of 1600 feet. 
Contracts already have been award­ 
ed for three of the plants, the Intake, 
Gene, and Iron Mountain stations. 
Only the Hayfield plant remains to be 
advertised. 
All five of the aqueduct pumping 
plants are to be operated with power 
generated at Boulder Dam and carried 
to the aqueduct over the new trans­ 
mission line on which work is now be­ 
ing launched. 
Aqueduct pumping will consume 
thirty-six percent of all the energy 
generated at the dam, making 
the 
Metropolitan W ater district the Gov­ 
ernm ent’s largest single customer for 
Boulder Dam power. 


Annual observance of Public Schools 
week will be held this year during the 
week beginning April 27, according to 
'a proclamation issued by Earl Warren, 
! grand master of Masons of California, 
and addressed to the 130,000 members 
of the order in the state. 
I The week’s activities, which have 
become a community event in practic­ 
ally every section of the state, annual­ 
! ly have the cooperation of the Par- 
ent-Teacher groups, the American Le­ 
gion, the Native Sons and Daughters, 
chambers of commerce and service, so­ 
cial and civic organizations. 
The celebration this year marks the 
seventeenth annual observance of the 
week. 
I ‘‘The primary purpose of Public 
i Schools week,” states W arren's proc­ 
lamation, ’’is to afford the public in 
general, and the parents of school 
children in particular, an opportunity 
of visiting the schools so that they 
may become the better informed on 
all matters relating to public educa­ 
tion and its support.” 
The proclamation continues: 
’’Public Schools Week annually af­ 
fords the general public an opportun­ 
ity of examining for themselves this 
great modern structure that is our 
California school system, and it af­ 
fords the general public an opporlun­ 
ity likewise of determining how well 
the school people, the servants of the 
public, are administering their stew­ 
ardship. 
‘‘How tremendous this problem of 
free public school education has be­ 
come in California can best be exem­ 
plified by a brief recital of facts. 
"In 1914 the total enrollment of all 
pupils in California public schools was 
513,319. In 1934, the latest available 
official statistics, this figure had risen 
to the astounding total of 1,400,430. In 
other words there are today enrolled 
in our public schools, from the kinder­ 
gartens to the junior colleges, inclu­ 
sive, nearly one-quarter of the total 
population of California. 
"The annual purpose, therefore, of 
Public Schools week is to enable the 
general public, as well as the parents 
of pupils to visit their community or 
neighborhood schools and decide for 
themselves whether the schools are 
being wisely and adequately staffed: 
whether they are economically or ex­ 
travagantly administered; 
whether 
they are in fact meeting, in this 
crowded, hurrying, technical modern 
day, the full requirements that our 
children need to prepare them for an 
intelligent exercise of the rights to 
come later—those rights that have to 
do with the civic duties and the social 
obligations of an American citizen.” 
The statewide committee to have 
charge of the week’s observance will 
be announced shortly.

With the almond blossoms dusted 
off by the recent rain, the stage is set 
for one of the most gorgeous flower 
shows Banning has ever offered tour­ 
ists in February. The orchards pre­ 
sent a snow white appearance that is 
only rivaled by the snow-capped moun­ 
tain peaks to the north and south of 
the Pass. 
Whereas the annual debut of the 
blossoms is always billed for at least 
a two weeks’ performance, residents 
of Banning will do well to write their 
out-of-town friends and relatives im­ 
mediately about this February spring­ 
time phenomenon to make sure they 
see the blossoms at their best. 
Now to old-timers in this commun­ 
ity the reference above of almond blos­ 
soms being phenomenal may seem a 
mis-usage of the word "phenomenon." 
That word "phenomenon" diagnosed, 
interpreted and analyzed to most San 
Gorgonio Pass residents simmers 
down to the definition about the cow 
sitting on a thistle singing like a bird. 
Anyone who lives in Banning, say a 
century or so, and watches the almond 
blossoms creep out of the trees every 
year is not likely to be convinced that 
almond blossoms are any more 
phenomenal than apricot or peach' 
blossoms. 
Now to come hack to the reference 
made of the cow. It will be remem­ 
bered that the old joke goes to the ef­ 
fect that the song of a bird, a cow; 
and a thistle are not a phenomena. 
But wheu all are combined precisely, 
a phenomenon is to be noticed. Per­ 
sonally, the fact that a cow should ' 
sit on a thistle and sing like a bird 
is a matter that should be referred to 
the state horticultural and animal hus­ 
bandry deparment. 
Well, anyway, it can be seen that 
birds, cows, thistles, almond blos­ 
soms et al are not phenomena by 
themselves. Same as snow on San Ja­ 
cinto, February and tourists in San 
Gorgonio Pass are not phenomena. 
But when you have snow on the 
mountains, the month of February 
and almond blossoms all at one time, 
that my friend is what a New Yorker 
from the frozen tundras of Eastern 
United States would call a phenome­ 
non. So write those friends in Po­ 
mona, Los Angeles, Kansas City and 
New York at once, for almond blos­ 
soms in February, like the roses in 
June—bud, flower and then fade out 
of the picture.
